But 
fler  all,  the  sleel  pen  is  most  general- 
ly used,  and  unlike  most  inventions, 
the  method  of  Its  manufacture  has  not 
been  essentially  changed  or  Improved. 

The  sleel  from  which  pens  are 
made  Is  the  finest  crucible  cast  sleel 
ro.led  into  sheets  7-1000  of  an  Inch 
hick.

Yet  it  is  not  so  with  all 
there  nro  n  few  women  who  dare  to  rc!:*l 
igainst  some  of  tbe  most  monstrous  d< 
of  rashion.  There  nre,  at  the  present 
in  this  country  wbo  feel  that  "« 
tiness  is  next  lo  godliness,"  and  struggle  be- 
tween Scyllaond  Cbarybdis,  between  fashion 
skirts.  If  such  a  woman  adheres 
to  her  natural  love  of 
pears  abroad  in  n  dress  without  n  long  train, 
women  of  the  period  stare  nt  her,  and 
clerks  leave  her  to 
gantty  attired  customers.  Bat,  when  ar- 
rayed " 

at  every  poinl;  geallemen  acknowledge 
superior  eut  of  ber  garments  by  tender- 
ing her  courteously  tbeir  seats  in  the  stage 
tbe  clerks  nre  obsequious  and  nttentrve,  ant 
Fashion  meets  her  with  a  smile  of  approval. 

It  should  not  be  wondered  at  so  much  then, 
if,  in  the  face  of  these  and  similar  difficulties, 
to  shake  off  lhe  thraldom 
af  fashion.   If  society  sbonld  make  ono  gys. 

nnd  united  struggle  for  freedom,  the 
rule  of  the  seemingly  all-powerful  goddess 
might  be  overthrown ;  but  this,  we  fear,  will 
take  place — at  least,  so  long  as  we  are 
ictuated  by  the  some  principles  and  feelings 
we  are  nt  present. 

Although  tbe  language,  manners,  and 
orals  if  nations  have  been  alike  subjected 
tbe  arbitrary  influence  of  the  tyranny  of 
Fashion,  I  havo  refrained  from  mnking  meu- 
oftbem,  as  the  field  which  they  cover  a 
extensive  for  the  limits  or  the  present 
irticle.

IHirCLABlZED  BY  BIBTKIIFTJME. 

Abonl  the  year  1530  the  potato  was  car. 
ried  from  Peru  into  Spain,  and  from  Spain 
the  gardens  of  Italy,  Germany  nnd  Flan- 
den.  In  1588,  an  inhabitant  of  Arras  first 
attention  to  Its  enlinary  valne  ;  bnt 
prejudice  waa  to  ttrong  againat  it  that  It  did 
into  rue.  In  1595,  Qaspard  Ban- 
Urn  succeeded  in  effecting  its  introduction 
to  certain  porta  of  the  enviroua  of  Lyons 
and  tbe  mountains  of  the  Votgoa. 

Philosophers,  however,  said  It  must  be 
injurious,  because  it  was  a  sort  of  nigbt- 
-  bade,  and  tbe  populace  had  a  notion  thai 
Its  use  gave  rise  to  scurry.  In  this  state 
of  bare  toleration  the  potato  remained  In 
France  until  tho  year  1783,  whan  the  natur. 
allal  Parmenlier  commenced  a  sories  of  po- 
tato banquets  to  bis  friends.  Potatoes, 
nothing  bnt  potatoes,  on  those  occasions, 
appeared  baton  tho  guests.  All  the  genius, 
however,  of  French  cookery  waa  invoked 
lo  Impart  to  them  agreeable  forma  and 
vory  tastes. 

I 
second  was  still  mon  extraordinary.  Hav- 
ing planted  a  considerable  breadth  of  pota- 
toea  al  Monlrauil,  near  Paris,  be  gained  an
